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JAPANESE CLAIM ALL 
SUCHOW BUT SECTION 
NOW IN THEIR HANDS 


Furious Street Fighting Follows Assault Through 
Hail of Chinese Fire—Long Hours of Heavy 
Bombardment Precede Attack—Japanese 
- Fight Off Repeated Counter-Attacks 

S HANGHAI, May 19 (A*).—Japanese reported officially to¬ 
day that they had occupied all the strategic city of Suchow 
except the southern section where a fierce struggle was 
going on. A Japanese communique said both sides were rush¬ 
ing reinforcements to the contested Area. 

Furious hand-to-hand fighting* 


was said to be going on in the city’s 
streets after tremendous assault 
ioroes fought their way through a 
hail of stubborn Chinese fire. 

Japanese officers declared they ex¬ 
pected to have complete control 
within a few hours of the Juncture 
of the Lunghai Rahway and tne 
North - South Tientsin - Pukow line 
which China has defended bitterly 
through more than three weeks o! 
heaviest fighting. 

EARLY ATTACK 

* Japanese assault troops launched 
their first attack early today against 
the wall# of bitterly-defended 8u 
chow, junction of China’s vital cen¬ 
tral railways. Japanese dispatches 
reported. 

The opening- attack came at the 
southeast comer of the west wall 
after long hours of heavy blasting 
by Japanese artillery mounted on 
Pawangshan Mountain commanding 
the besieged city. 

Japanese reported almost a dozen 
separate forces were encircling the 
city for a concerted thrust against 
the walls. 

Assault forces had dashed up 
Pawangshan late yesterday under 
cover of artillery fire and dug in 
only two miles from Suchow. await¬ 
ing daylight to begin the attack.

WRECKAGE OF 
PLANE FOUND 

Nine ' Persons Burned to 
Death on Machine Miss* 
ing Since Monday 


LOB ANOELE0. Cal.. May li uPl. 
—Only thirty miles away from Its 
starting point at Union Air Ter 
mlnal. Burbank, a big air liner 
crashed into a mountainside Mon 
day, exploded and burned to death 
its nine occupants. 

Shrouded by a dense fog for forty 
hours, the wreckage was discovered 
today ahd the charred bodies carried 
out of the mountains by stretcher 
bearers. 

APPARENTLY LOST IN FOG 
The clock in the transport's in¬ 
strument board showed the hands 
pointed at 2:01 o'clock. This fixed 
the time of the crash Just twenty- 
seven minutes after the plane left 
the airport. It also indicated the 
pilot, 81d Willey, apparently was lost 
in the fog and was circling or 
cutting back on the oourse. for the 
big ship was capable of 250 miles 
an hour. 

That Willey plotted his course 
over the fog-bound mountain ranges 
to the east at an altitude only a 
few hundred feet higher than the 
crest of the peaks was shown in hiX 
report filed with the dispatcher at 
the air terminal, where It took off 
at 1:40 p.m. Monday.

L ONDON. May IS Qi .—Viscount Halifax, Foreign Secre¬ 
tary, tonight termed the Anglo-Italian agreement a “be- 
ginning toward peace” as he wound up for the Govern¬ 
ment a full-dress foreign policy debate in the House of Lords. 

Without a recorded vote, the House approved Prime Min¬ 
ister Chamberlain’s moves in foreign affairs and rejected a 
Labor motion of censure. 

Lord Halifax said he hoped for 
the removal of "all causes of mis¬ 
trust and suspicion between our¬ 
selves and Germany " 

NO CONDONATION 
Orest Britain, he said, did not 
condone Italian aggression In Ethi¬ 
opia, but it was necessary to recon¬ 
cile what was ideally right with 
what was practically possibly. A de¬ 
gree of opposition to the Italians 
existed in Ethiopia but there was 
no central (Ethiopian> administra¬ 
tion with the slightest prospect of 
reconquering the oountry. 

Turning to the League of Nations, 
Lord Halifax said: "Nothing would 
more destroy the devotion of our 
people to the league aa an instru¬ 
ment for peace than If they got it 
into their heads It is an Instrument 
likely to involve them in war."

Advisory Council of National 
Federation Passes Reso¬ 
lution for Harmony 

— 

OTTAWA. May 11 <*.—Dedartnc 
the unity of Canada and her 
democracy required defence from 
numerous “isms.’* the Liberal party, 
through the advisory council of the 
National Liberal Federation, today 
pledged Itself to guard that unity 
The federation, in Its one-day 
meeting, took cognizance of many 
things that have happened In 
Canada since iU last session and 
indicated the importance of the 
policy statements to be made by 
naming Hon. Ernest Lapointe. Min¬ 
ister of Justice, chairman of the 
resolutions committee. 

It was Mr. Lapointe who read ta 
more than 200 Liberals, representing 
every province of Canada and In 
eluding many members of the Com¬ 
mons and Senate, the resolution on 
"national unity'* and ‘democratic 
government” 

The unanimously-passed resolu¬ 
tion on "democratic government' 
linked together Communism, Fas¬ 
cism, Nazism, separatism, section¬ 
alism and provincialism as foes of 
Canada. 

Harmonious relations between Do¬ 
minion and provinces and between 
the provinces themselves are essen¬ 
tial to national unity, the "national 
unity" resolution read and the 
council said it “would view with re¬ 
gret any move or actions which 
might endanger such unity” 

Prime Minister Mackenzie King 
ade the keynote speech of the 
meeting with a plea for the unity 
in the Liberal party of those In¬ 
terested in promoting liberal 
thought and action in Canada. Mr. 
King said his Government had 
made a conscientious effort to make 
effective the fourteen plans in the 
Liberal platform of 1935. With the 
aid of those who helped them the 
Government could carry thgough 
until every pledge was Implemented. 

OFFICERS RE-ELECTED 
All officers of the federation were 
re-elected. They are: Honorary 
president, Mr. King; president, 
Senator Norman Lambert; v toe- 
presidents, Mr. Lapointe and Senator 
Calrtne Wilson; English secretary. 
Walter B. Herbert; French secre¬ 
tary, A. Phi leas Cote. 

The council by resolution ex¬ 
pressed its appreciation of the "con¬ 
structive contribution” being made 
by the press and other Information 
mediums to Canada’s life, and ex¬ 
pressed confidence In Mr. King.

Capture of Anglo-Australian

LONDON, May IS «*.—Admiralty 
and Air Ministry officials are con¬ 
sidering as a ' matter of urgency" a 
sea and air search for traces of the 
British tanker Anglo - Australian, 
mysteriously lost two months ago 
with her crew of thirty-nine.

Any theory the 5,456-ton freighter 
was captured and converted by 
Spanish insurgents is "too fantastic 
to discuss," Sir John Latta, chair¬ 
man of the company operating the 
vessel, told Interviewers. 

"It seems that the vessel has van¬ 
ished in thin air to provide one of 
those inexplicable mysteries of the 
sea," Sir John said.

Correspondent Says Shang¬ 
hai Residents Settling in 
District Again 

According to a letter reaching the 
Victoria and Island Publicity 
Bureau from a resident of Shang¬ 
hai. people there are gradually re¬ 
turning to their residences in the 
war-torn district. 

The letter reads in part as fol¬ 
lows: "Things are picking up slow¬ 
ly but surely In this town of ours. 
The curfew still rings loud and 
furiously at 12:30 every night until 
5 a m., but we are used to It now 
although we do very often break 
the law and outwit the police on 
duty—in fact, too often! The war 
areas are now open and people are 
going back to what Is left of their 
homes—but very few foreigners are 
doing so, with the exception of the 
Western area, where wealthy for¬ 
eigners have their own homes.”

Also from Shanghai, the bureau 
received a request for a further 
supply of descriptive folders and 
maps giving information concern¬ 
ing Victoria as a place of residence. 

In making this request, the 
writer stated, "we are receiving a 
large number of requests for in¬ 
formation concerning Victoria from 
Shanghai residents who are con¬ 
sidering retiring there."

ALBERTA'S NEW LAWS 

A digest with commentary of a series of 
statutes passed at the late session of the Alberta 
Legislature is given by The Financial Post of 
Toronto. It follows: 

(1) A direct tax of 2 per cent on the principal 

owing on mortgages—including those 
owned by the Canadian Farm Loan Board. This 
in itself is an impost of between one and two 
million dollars which must be borne directly by 
tens of thousands of individual and institu¬ 
tional mortgage holders in the province and 
throughout the country. 

(2) Preposterous penalties for failure to pay 
the above tax or omitting to register properties 
and file returns by June 1 (a physical impos¬ 
sibility). These penalties amount to 60 per cent 
annually for non-payment of tax and to 910 
a day <93,650 a yean in the case of each 
return not so made. It is estimated that an 
unsuccessful appeal to the Privy Council by a 
typical large institutional mortgagee might cost 
as much as twenty million dollars in penalties 
alone. Such penalties are considered in them¬ 
selves an effective barrier against lenders test¬ 
ing their rights in the courts, thus depriving 
them of their legal rights as citizens. 

(1) A Home Owners Securities Act which pre¬ 
vents creditors foreclosing on an urban home 
without first making a present of $2,000 to the 
person whose home is foreclosed—regardless of 
the value of the property. This act also ex¬ 
empts the "home quarter section" (160 acres) 
of any farm from foreclosure—virtually carves 
out of a mortgage the best and most valuable 
part of the mortgagee s security. 

(4) A far-reaching amendment to the Limi¬ 
tation of Actions Act which permits repudiation 
of all debts made prior to July, 1936, by per¬ 
mitting debtors to "sit tight" until their debts 
can be outlawed or "statute-barred* in July, 
1940.^ 

Qf r the foregoing The financial Post says: 
"Tlfirowing aside all compromise and reason in 
matters of debt adjustment and settlement, 
they <the Acts) provide in effect a preposterous 
debt-cancellation scheme which undermines the 
security behind individual contracts, deprives 
creditors of their rights in the courts, and 
threatens the savings of hundreds of thousands 
of individual and corporate investors and insur¬ 
ance policyholders in all parts of the Dominion." 

The 'Toronto Telegram, commenting on the 
legislation, says: "Alberta's latest confiscatory 
legislation makes it possible to appreciate Pre¬ 
mier Hepburn’s disinclination to have this 
province (Ontario) rurf for the West. National 
unity is a fine thing, and is the desire <of all 
patriotic Canadians, but if Alberta is to continue 
to play the mad dog, it would be better for the 
rest of Canada if that province were left to sink 
or swim by its own endeavors. Alberta will 
naturally suffer, as the legislation sacrifices 
whatever credit it had outside its own borders. 
But unless the Dominion acts promptly to cor¬ 
rect this abuse of legislative power, all Canada 
will be similarly discredited and may expect to 
be placed in financial quarantine . .. The pres¬ 
ent Acts by which Alberta has shocked the 
Dominion should either be immediately disal¬ 
lowed, or all further grants to that province 
should be withheld and applied to the relief of 
victims of Alberta’s madness." 

The Montreal Star says: "The idea of putting 
into effect confiscatory Acts that simply ignore 
all rights is worse than the action of the Mexi¬ 
can Government in confiscating the oil fields. 
At least that action was directed solely against 
foreign investors, but here are three AcU which 
are manifestly designed to confiscate the rights 
and moneys of Canadians, fellow-citizens of the 
people of Alberta within the Dominion of Can¬ 
ada. It has remained for the Social Credit 
Government of Alberta, under the leadership 
of William Aberhart, to promulgate a series ot 
enactments which, if allowed to pass into op¬ 
erative law, will constitute the most disgraceful 
instruments of political vengeance this Domin¬ 
ion has ever known. Indeed, they have no 
parallel in our history." 


A SPONGING POLICY 


Speculation has been aroused as to the pur¬ 
pose of the recent delivery of 9100,000,000 of 
outside gold to the Bank of Canada. Other 
than- to admit that the gold is there, officials 
of the bank are silent. The impression prevails, 
however, that the deposit is part of a long-term 
plan of Oreat Britain to provide for every pos¬ 
sible emergency. By establishing a supply of 
gold in Ottawa, Oreat Britain appears to be 
taking precautions in line with other provisions 
against eventualities, such as her accumulation 
of a food supply sufficient to feed the nation 
during the early months of a war and her survey 
of the possibilities of manufacture of war ma¬ 
terials in the Dominions. 

That the shipment of gold was made to estab¬ 
lish credits for immediate armament orders is 
held to be most unlikely. Such a store of gold 
would be useful in payment for war supplies 


after an emergency had developed, but it wouUU insecure. Love of home, love of

Japan's advancing lines were said 
Ifby the Japanese to form a gigantic 
net extending from the Yellow River 
across the vital Lunghal Railway to 
Suhslen, forty-five miles south of 
Suchow. 

The capture of Suhsien. by forces 
moving north, left only sixty miles 
of the Tlentsin-Pukow Railway un¬ 
conquered and a column was re¬ 
ported moving north to join the 
attack on Suchow.

Referring to the statement by the 
councillor candidates that If both 
were elected they would still be a 
minority on the board and could 
not control it. Mr Hlgham asked: 
“If the two councillors couldn't con 
troi the board, what Is the purpose 
of putting them on?" He declared 
that there seemed to be a deliberate 
plan to discredit the present trus¬ 
tees. and pointed out that the 
trustees had not shown that they 
did not know how to spend money 
wisely. 

W. A. Kettle thanked Mr. 81aden 
for his explanation at the opening 
of the meeting He stated that he 
had objected to a remark made by 
one of the members of the delega¬ 
tion to the council that “they did 
not want any new members rail¬ 
roaded on to the board ” At a by- 
| election there could be no “railroad¬ 
ing/' Mr. Kettle said. adding that 
ihe chairman's remarks had cleared 
up that question. 

ESTIMATE PA8SED 
Regarding Vgt question of coun¬ 
cillors on the School Board. Mr 
Kettle pointed out that no coun¬ 
cillor elected this year could have 
anything to say on the estimates, 
for these had already been passed 
If the two council candidates wefe 
elected, it would only be the thin 
end of the wedge towards council 
control of school affairs. R. G. “Bob" 
Shanks asserted He contended that 
the councillors had agreed to run 
after hearing a delegation consist¬ 
ing of three representatives of 
body of only fifteen members. 

Mr. Shanks maintained that 
sound common sense was all that 
waa really needed In the governing 
of school affairs, and submitted that 
hit own experience in business was 
sufficient to qualify him for trustee 
ship. 

CAT AND MOUtfK 

Strenuous opposition to the prin¬ 
ciple of councillors holding dual 
positions was expressed by W. J. 
Lynn, who stated that he had 
entered the field to give Yhe rate 
payers a chance to express their* 
opinion on this question. There 
could be no School Board harmony 
with councillors as trustees, for it 
would be a case of the cat watching 
the mouse, he declared. 

Councillor E C. Warren stated 
that if elected he would be con¬ 
trolled by no one. and would do only 
what he considered right and proper. 
He could see no reason why coun¬ 
cillors should not hold dual posi¬ 
tions. and pointed out that they 
were In a better poaltion to know 
the affairs of the municipality. In 
any case, he said, the Anal decision 
rested with the electors. 

Former Trustee William Tomes 
also waa given an opportunity to 
explain his reasons for resigning 
from the board. 

The six candidates addressed 
another meeting, held In the Royal 
Oak Community Hall, where H D. 
Coton presided over an attendance 
of about twenty-Bvw electors.

SYDNEY. Australia. May M UP).— 
Tha white wine* of the Australian 
train trade ships again are carrying 
on the romantic traditions of the 
nmetlenth century clipper ships 
that carried China’s tea and Aus¬ 
tralia’s wool to the Occident. 

The annual “grain race” from < 
Australia to Falmouth, teg land, and 
Cobh, Eire, is under way. Twelve 
large sailing ships, nearly all the 
square-rigged freight carriers still In 
commission, have started or are 
ready to start from grain-loading 
ports. 

Sentimentalists about the sea 
watch these hardy survivors of a 
bygone day stave off the competi¬ 
tion of steam and steel, although 
the'twentieth century windjammers 
actually do not race.

The Incident is said to have oc¬ 
curred almost In the exact middle 
of the Eighteenth Century, when 
Oeneral Ms ns tel n wrote to Voltaire, 
asking to be vindicated publicly of 
the accusations piade against him. 

Voltaire happened to be occu¬ 
pied answering the appeal of Fred¬ 
erick of Prussia to help him 
straighten out one of his dilemmas. 
So. he replied to Manstein: 

’The King (Frederick! has sent 
me some of his dirty linen to yaah; 
I will wash yours another tifne ” 

The metaphor has been preserved 
for posterity In a letter Voltaire 
wrote to his niece July 24, 1752. in 
which he commented: 

"Voila le roi qul m'envoie son 
llnge a blanchir."

NEW DELHI (BUP).—A Brit¬ 
ish soldier. Ounner Allen, i..*- 
merly of the Eighth Field Bri¬ 
gade. R.A . has become a Yogi. 

Last Summer AUen, under the 
name of Lenz, the “White Ma¬ 
hatma.” gave a demonstration 
of hi# Yoga powers at the Rani- 
khet Club, thrilling the audience 
with feats such as stopping the 
heart and pulse and ^rcing his 
body with pins. 

His real Identity has only ju«t
